Coun, Osborne, chairman of the Fire 
Water and Light Committee, laid on 
the table a communication he had re- 
ceived from the Electric Light Com- 
missioners in reference to a proposition 
to secure electrical energy from The 
Trenton Electric and Water Co. Also 
i copy of the letter received by the 
Commissioners from the said Trenton 
Electric and Water Co. 

The following letter speaks for itself : 


Mr. WALTERS, 


Sec. of the Light and water Com- 
missioners, 


Napanee. 


Dear Sir, --We beg to submit the fol- 
lowing proposition, as a basis for a 
contract, for supplying electric energy 
to Your town, Wewill build a trans- 
inission line and instal all apparatus 
in the Sub Station at Napanee. You, 
however, will have to erect the Sub 
Station building, at a point mutually 
agreed, upon, and under the supervis- 
ion of our Engineers. This would not 
exceed at the outside $2500.00. It 
would be necessary for you to contract 
for 125 h. p. at $27.50 perh. p, per 
annum, for 24 hour service, . All poset 
taken, above this medium, would be 
charged at the rate of 14) perh. p. 
Contract would have to rah for ten 
years. We are willing to supply a 
three phase system to all power con- 
sumers using 20h. p. or over, making 
the necessary alterations in the sub 
station equipment, and building separ- 
ate power lines to such consumers, 
using your poles, however, where poss- 
ible. Every increase of 0 h. p. over 
LoOh. p. that you may contract for, 
with us, will entitle you to a reduction 
of 50e per h. p. per annum. The 
Ininimum charge per h. p. however, 
by this gradation shall be $25. There 
will be no moving machinery in the 
substation, but it will be necessary for 
a duly qualified electrician, in your 
pay, to be in charge of this substation, 
under our supervision. His

Camille Flammarion, the famous 
French astronomer, in discussing 
Halley’s- comet and the question 
whether its tail will touch the earth, 
writes as follows :-- F 

Our readers have learned of the 
ghastly experience of that modern 
Giibouille who, through fear of 
Halley’s comet, committed suicide 
th» other day in Hungary, prefer- 
ring, he said, to kill himself in ad- 
vance rather than to be killed by 
the wandering star.

A Large Number of Plants Bear Cleis- 
togamous Blossoms. 

The never opening flower, or, as bot- 
anists call it, clelstogamy, is well tilus- 
trated by the case of the common 
sweet violet. The familiar purple, 
sweet scented blossom, which to most 
people is the violet Gower, hardly ever 
produces any seed. But altogether un- 
seen by most people it produces a 
number of minute, scentiess and col- 
oriess flowers which never open. 

These are self fertilized and /produce 
abundant seed. The word cleistog- 
amous exprtesses. the fact that the 
fertilization takes place without the 
openiug of the fower and hence with- 
out the agency of insecta Such never 
opening flowers occur in a large num- 
ber of plants, sometimes along with 
blossoms of the ordinary sort and 
sometimes without them. It is a dis- 
puted point, however, whether there 
is any plant which in all circumstances 
will produce nothing but cleistogamous 
flowers. 

There are nevertheless a number | 
which normally produce nothing else, | 
As regards fertility, the seeds pro- | 
duced by the cleistogamous flowers are | 
never inferior to those of the ordinary | 
blossoms. In some cases they are su- 
perior and in others they are the only , 
seed produced by the plant. 

It has been found that the amount of 
cleistogamy varies with the height of 
the plants, ‘The shortest bear cleis- 
togamic flowers only, and those a lit- 
tle taller have a few small open flow: | 
ers in addition to the closed ones. The 
tallest plants have larger open flow- 
ers, with only a few. cleistogamic.— 
Botanical Gazette. ™

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A MONSTER PLOW. 


Designed For Ten Horses, tt Took Fifty 
to Move it. 


What is said to be the largest plow’ 


in the workd was made some yeurs 
ago at Bakersfield, Cal. This plow 
was the result of the ingenuity of a 
ranch superintendent who had authori- 
ty to make improvements, but not to 
introduce stenm plows, ‘he superin- 
tendent had grown very tired of pre- 
paring 3,000 acres of Innd for wheat 
with ordinury nine or twelve inch 
plows drawn two horses, 

He argu at if two horses could 
pull a twelve inch plow six horses 
could pull a plow thirty-six inches 
wide and thaf eight horses could pull 
a plow forty-eight inches wide. He 
made the calculations carefully, and, 
being clever with his pencil, also made 






4 drawings and sent for blacksiniths and 


machinists to construct a plow on his 
principle. 

Some simple folk told him that his 
great plow would not work, but they 
contented themselves with saylug this 
dogmatically without giving any math- 
ematical reason therefor. So tbe su. 
perintendent went on with bis plans. 

The blacksmiths and machinists tin- 
ished the plow in due time. The share 
was made to cut a fifty inch furrow 
The top of it reached five feet above 
the ground to give rvom to throw the 
earth. ‘The beam was more than a 
foot thick, but the machine was con- 
structed to run between two great 
wheels, so that jit could be turned 
around easily, and on the axle between 
these wheels was the seat for the man 
who was to drive the ten horses which 
were hitched to it. 

The plow was brought to the great 
field, the ten horses were attached to 
it, the handles were raised, the driver 
mounted his seat, and the team wis 
started. But as soon as the shire 
struck well into the ground the horses 
stopped short. They were stuck fast. 
And yet the plow had not gone too 
deeply into the earth. But it was evi. 
dent that they could not pull the plow. 
More horses were brought out, but not 
until fifty were attached did the plow 
move along. 

Even then it required four men to 
hold the handles in order to keep the 
plow in the furrow, It was an eco- 
nomic failure.

The fights take place in 
a kind of circus, called the Plaza 
de Toros, round which the seats

Marry in "Teens, Live Few Months 
in Squalor and Wind Up in 
Jail or Worse. 


Certain conditions which- have 
helped to create the call for a 
‘poor’’ divorce court in England, 
are graphically portrayed by a 
writer in a London (England) daily. 

A few days since, as I entered+a 
Lindon police court—surely the 
saddest place on earth—a young 
giti was being charged with disor- 
derly conduct in the streets in the 
early hours of the morning. She 
seemed to be a mere slip of a child, 
and, indeed, she gave her age as 
sixteen. But—and this is the seri- 
ovs fact which should make the 
most easy-going of people pause 
anid reflect—she described herself, 
and described herself truly, as a 
widow. a 

Upon another occasion, when 
present at the same prJice court. 
{ had heard a husband defend hin- 
self! upon a summons fur mainten- 
ance. The compfainant was his 
wife, who carried a avy in ler 
arms.

TRAVELLING ARMY KITCHEN. 





Soldiers May Now Have Hot Ra- 
tions—Cook for 500 Men. 


Cold tinned meat for troups an 
warfare will soon disappear from 
the list of the hardships of active 
service. The use of the motor ve- 
licle and the invention of a means 
of cooking tinned or fresh meat 
while moving rapidly have received 
the approval of the authorities. An 
lrish quartermaster has invented a 
travelling kitchen, fixed in an ordin- 
ary wagon, which can cook for 500 
inen as it moves with them, and at 
the first halt in a forced inarch a 
hiot meal can be served at once. By 
the application of motor power, the 
radius of these trave!ling stoves can 
be increased enormously in dealing 
with scattered troops, and ‘t should 
be possible for men .in the most 
lorely outpost situations to be serv- 
ed with hot food instead of eating 
the cold rations which they carry 
with them. These kitchens are so 
balanced that they keep upright 
when passing over the roughest 
ground without spilling or risk of 
turning over. The field kitchen is 
an oil fuel one, without spark or 
smoke.
